T the Editor of the Post-Digpatcb. 


The next legislature elected on a reform basis will have to 
change or amend the police law and also the primary election 
law in order to adapt these laws to present conditions in St. Louis, 
I ye |g a few days age a non-partisan police board to give 
immediate relief. I suggest for the primary t!aw that it be 
amended to make the primary districts smaller. the present 
basis of population, say 700,000, for St. Louis, the Twenty-eighth 
ward contains on an average of 5000 voters—two election districts 
are provided under the present ‘law and the time for hold- 
ing the primary election limited to seven hours.- This only gives 
420 minutes in which to poll the qualified voters. The returns 
from the last Democratic primary election show as many as two 
votes per minute. Five or six precincts being grouped together 
and as many primary books to be examined by the clerks, makes it 
a physical impossibility for the judges of elections to pass upon 
the qualification of the voters and permit the votes to pe polled 
in the ratio of one or two per minute.

The disease-producing insects cannot 
stand the fierce glare of the electric light 
placed within a few feet of them. They 
attempt to hide beneath the leaves or in 
the stems, but the light penetrates all, 
disiodging or destroying them. The pow- 
erful white rays are ko destructive to in- 
sect life that a course of electric therapeu- 
tics is now used instead of polsonous 
sprays in laboratories to clean the plants. 

In the homes where the electric light 
cannot be used, the employment of ordi- 
nary sunlight, magnified and modified by 
glass and mirrors, is made possible.

Sunlight on the Roots. 

Next in order is the employment of sun- 
light on the roots.

Now it is found that cer- 
taln plants, such as palms and ferns, do 
far better when the Hght can penetrate 
the fiower pots and reach the soll near the 
roots. Glass flower holders therefore. have 
come into use for ferns and palms. The 
light, penetrating through the glass sides, 
does not exactly reach the roots, but 
shines upon the soil and keeps it yeweet.”’ 
The effect is almost magic. The roots 
grow and become sturdy. Not only this, 
but insects, grubs, and similar plant ene- 
mies cannot thrive in this light soil, and 
they rarely get a chance to injure the 
roots. 

The use of the dry battery for indoor 
flowers has developed a new feature of 
cultivation with which the ordinary lover 
of fiowers in winter can experiment. The 
flower box, with many plants thriving in 
it, is treated to a steady or occasional 
dose of electricity, which forces the 
growth of the plants mightly. The bot-

Consul-General Guenther, at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, Germany, sends tn a breesy 
letter to the department of commerce, in 
which he tells about the “soap tree” of Ab 
geria. There are soap plants and soap 
roots and soap trees. First, there is the 
soapwort, which every Dutch and Belgian, 
Danish, German and Austrian housewtfe 
raises in her gdrden and uses as she would 
soap, the leaves yielding a profuse lather. 
Then there is the Leucocrinum montanum, 
a kind of llly, which grows along the slopes 
of the Rocky Mountains and which the 
Digger Indians use to catch trout by fill- 
ing the waters of the pools in which the 
fish live full of the soapy lather of this 
root, thus making the trout fll and causing 
them to rise to the surface. Then 
there is the Lechuguilla (Agave heteracan- 
tha), a variety of the century plant, the 
roots of which the Mexicans use for soap, 
and the amole (Chorogalum pomertdianum), 
a sort df ly used by the Mexicans of Low- 
er California for soap. 

But, according to Consul Guenther, the 
soap tree differs from all these in'the re 
spect that it all but bears cakes of nice 
castile soap instead of fruit or berries, 
Heretofore all.these plants, from geoap tree 
to soap berry, have been used simply by 
semi-civilized folk in place of commercial 
soap, but now it appears the Algerian soap 
tree is to be turned to commercial pure 
poses. Consul Guenther says: 

“German papers report that steps are be-

known as Sapindus utilis. This tree, which 
has long been known in Japan, China’ and

“There were some 30,000 Russians hold- 
ing the four mile front. 

“The Russians made two stands. The 
enemy’s strength included all of the Third 
Division, two regiments of the Sixth Divi- 
sion, one cavalry brigade, about 40 quick- 
firing gums and eight machine guns. We 
have taken 28 quick-firing guns, many 
rifles, much ammunition, more than 20 
officers and many noncommissioned offi- 
cers and men as prisoners, 

-“I am informed that Maj. Kashtalinsky, 
commander of. the Third East Siberian 
Rifles brigade, and Lieutenant-Genera] Zas- 
salitch, commander of the Second Siberian 
Army Corps, were wounded. 

“Our casualties number about 700, and

A bridge across the main stream of the 
Yalu, just above Wiju, was completed at 
8 o’clock Saturday night, and the second 
Japanese division and the Imperial Guards 
immediately began crossing. They ad- 
vanced and occupied the hills back of Ko- 
san, facing the Russian position on the 
right bank of the river. All through Sat- 
urday night regiment after regiment of 
Japanese soldiers poured across the bridge, 
and at a late hour Saturday night Gen. 
Kuroki telegraphed to the general staff of 
the army 

“{ will attack the enemy on May 1 at 
dawn. %? 

.True to his promise, Gen. Kuroki at day- 
light Sunday centered all his artillery on 
the Russian position between Chiu Tien 
Cheng and Yoshoko. 

The Japanese strength is estimated at 
40,000.

RUSSIANS. BACK;

Russians Are Forced Back Before a Whirlwind 
Infantry Charge by Japanese, Coveringa 
Front of Four Miles. 


TOKIO, May 2.—After five days of fight- 
ing, largely with artillery, the first Jap- 
anese army, under Gen. Kuroki, has forced 
& crossing of the Yalu river, and, with a 
fallant infantry charge covering a front- 
age of four miles, it drove the Russians 
from Kiullencheng and the heights on 
the right bank of the Iho (or Aida) river, 
which enters the Yalu from the north, al- 
most opposite Wiju. 

The Japanese losses on the Yalu Sunday 
were about 700 killed and wounded. The 
Russians lost over 800 men. The Japan- 
ese captured 28 quick-firing guns, 20 offi- 
cers and many men. The Russians made 
two stands. 

The Japanese turned the lefffank of the 
Russian position, and in the battle they 
Swept away the new front interposed by 
the Russians to check their onward move- 
ment. 

The present position of the Japanese is a 
dominating one. 

Gen. Kuroki began the movement on 
Tuesday by ordering a detachment of the 
Imperial Guards’ division to seize the Is- 
land of Kurito, which is in the Yalu and 
above Wiju, and a detachment of: the sec- 
ond division to seize the Island of Kin- 
teito, which is situated below Wiju. 


RUSSIANS BOMBARD WIJU. 


The detachment of Imperial Guards met 
with some resistance, but it Succeeded in 
clearing the enemy out and occupied Kurito 
island. The Russians abandoned the island 
of Kinteit® when attacked by the detach- 
ment of the second division.’ 

The actual losses suffered by the detach- 
ment of Imperial Guards are not known. 
The detachment of the second division, 
which took the island of Kinteito suffered 
no losses. 

During these movements on the islands 
the Russians opened fire on the Japanese 
with eight 9%-centimeter guns from a hill 
behind Kiullencheng, and two Hotch- 
kiss*guns, which were mounted on the bank 
of the river at Kosan, where the Russians 
seemed-to have established their headquar- 
ters. 

One battery of Japanese artillery, which 
had taken a position on a hill to the east 
of Wiju, fired three volleys at Kosau, and 
at noon on Tuesday the Russian batteries 
behind Chiu-Tien-Cheng shelled Wiju, 
wounding one Japanese soldier with shrap- 
nel. 

On Wednesday the Russians resumed the 
bombardment of Wiju, firing at intervais 
throughout the day. 

The Japanes artillery did not remand to 
this fire. 

Gen. Kuroki has received reports to the 
effect that the Russians are fortifying the 
heights on the bank of the Iho river. 
These new defenses are declared to extend 
from Kiuliencheng through the village

MOVEMENT ACROSS YALU. 


The Russians resumed their . bombard- 


effective. Subsequently Gen. Kuroki or- 
dered two companies of the Imperial 
Guards to cross the Yalu and make a re- 
connoissance along the left bank of the Iho 
for the purpose of discovering the char- 
acter of the: Russian fortifications on the 
heights along the right bank of the river. 

The Japanese forces advanced toward 
Kosan and dispatched a small detachment 
to the village, where a party of Russians 
was encountered. In the ‘engagement 
which followed five Russians were killed. 
The Russians shelled the reconnoitering 
party from an emplacement in the hills in 
the southwest part of Yoshokoto. This 
fire was without effect. 

The *Russian artillery on the hill behind 
firing at a high angle, 


Seikodo, to the south of W iju, where some 
Japanese batteries had taken position. This 
firing continued into Thursday night, and 
Gen. Kuroki-reports that while it was in- 
effective it disturbed his preparations for 
an attack. The Russians resumed the 
shelling of Wiju on Friday, but the Jap- 
anese guns did not reply. 

The Twelfth division of the Japanese 
army was chosen to make the first cross- 
ing of the Yalu. It began its preperations 
on Friday by driving the Russians from 
their position on the bank of the river op- 
posite Sui-Kochin, which ts efght miles 
above Wiju, and the point selected for the
